The Pnr!m-mnnv.a opened with Waebar's glo-
riows " Oberon' overture, the execution of
which, we must confoss, somewhat disappolnted
us, 8ix or olght first violing and fonr basses re.
quire no seven trombones, ns was the case lust
night, The brass instruments were entirely too
predominnting, or rather thete was a sad want
of string instromeonts. A festival like the pre-
pent ons ahould have been asalsted by an
orahenstra of at least twelve first viollos, twelve
second, eight violas, and ten oellos and basses,
with the usual number of wind mstraments,
Weshould niso have preferred the musiolans
plnced on the stage. The effect would have boen
greatly strengilicued, As Il was,the Introduction
of the overture (with Lthe exception of the sad
mintako of the violoncello) was, perhaps, its
best played part, The " Allegro” wanted
spirit and shading. The uoilt New York
singora nextsang & hymno, “To Hertha,” nnder
the directorship of thelr “Bundisdireotor,”
Mr, Paur. The gontlemen weére most warmly
greeted by the audlence, and gave a fair inter-

fation of o most uninteresting composition.

1@ grand Chorus, by Twschiroh, “The Har-
mony,” by all the slnfm followed, The
work 18 decidedly Mendelssolinlan in its con-
struction, reminding the listener forolbly of
that great master's * tgnnns un die Kuenst-
ler.,”  Although well sung, it did not prodace
by far that effect we had anticlpated, The

sounded weak to the extrema, conslder-
ing it was composed of one thousand voloes.
The eavating, for tenor solo, Ia doubt-
less the best part of the composition, and
was exceedingly well sung by Mr. Grafl,
80 well, Indeed, as to ellelt a most hearty encore,
The first part then closed with the 24dth Psalm,
set o muslo by Otto, and performed by the
united singers of Baltlmore.” This we couslder
wWas the gem of the evening, and bad it not besn
for 118 length, would have met with an encore,
The andante movement was o fipe speeimen of
piano singing by a largechorus. Mr, Lenschow
directed this morgeeai, ‘'hi second part opensad
with a selection from the Huguenofs, and muugh
well construed, and well tmrformed by the
orohestra, was entirely out of place In a
ooncert of this kind, The general chorus,
by Krebs, Is a decidedly imposing
composition, but Incked spirit in its execution.
Our Philadelphia singers next acquitted thems
selves most handsomely ina chorus by Abt,
under the leadershlp of the “FKest Directer,”
Mr, EnFeln and the concert edncluded with
Hande "!illlelru-m Chorus,” from the Mes-
atah, but whieh, owing to its wanbofl sopranos
and altos, was not as effective as might have
bean desired, Altogether, we do not think the
cholce of Lthe general choruses has boen o very
happy one.

The
boasted adage that Pblladelphila is Lhe neatest
of American ¢ltles has graaually sunk Into
oblivion, where it will remain until our Coun-
eflmen shall be resurrected from thelr listloss
slombers. In the southern partof the eclty It
would seem as if sowe of lhe Inbabitants
revelled in filth. The gutters are overflowing
with stagnant waters, fast breeding malarins.

The streets are, of a truth, virtuoas of
cleanliness, while from early mornin
till dusk, boxes and pins and barre

of corruptlon stand ewshrined in putrescent
fumes upun the walks und curvstones. Bpealk
1o the Inhablitants of their uncleanlioess, and
they lsunch apathemas at delinguent *“Streot
Commilssioners,” while the unlucky pates of
the Board of Health aud our municlpal autho-
ritles are is whersat denunciations are
burled voluminously.
